It is customary to start the presses 
Saturday, but in an effort to defeat 
toach for Governor in the State, the 
Missouri publication had been printed 
and mailed Friday. 

The bombs were placed under the floor 
on the north side of the building and 
are believed to have been set off by 
electricity. 

From the location of the explosions 
it was believed an attempt was made to 
destroy all of the publishing company’s 
presses. 

Marion Brown, managing editor of 
the Menace, expressed the opinion that 
the person who caused the explosion 
had entered a window in the rear of the 
publishing company’s building 

Sheriff Charles Terry of Lawrence 
County reached here shortly before noon 
and at once began an investigation of 
the explosions in an effort to ascertain 
the make of the bombs. Before his ar- 
rival, bleodhounds were taken to the 
plant and a trail was found which the 
dogs followed for several blocks. Then 
it was lost. 

“Undoubtedly the men responsible for 
the explosion got in a motor car at the 
point where the trail was lost and drove 
away, Managing Editor Brewn en- 
plained.

R,SAYS ALLIES 


ARE DISTURBERS OF PEACE 


Declares Entente’s Purpose Is Aggrandizement, 
While Germany’s Ultimate Goal Is Freedom 
of Seas—Teuton Confidence Unshaken. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, July 29.—Re- 
viewing the political events of the sec- 
ond year of the war, the German For- 
eign Office has given to the Associated 
Press the following statement. 

“Unlike the military situation, it is 
not easy to review briefly the develop- 
ments in the confused paths of politica! 
events, but an attempt will be made in 
the following statement to trace the 


ical problems of the second year of the 
war. 

“The world war was caused by Rus- 
silas aggressive policy supported by 
France's policy of revenge. But it wus 
rendered possible solely by the fact that 
England subordinated to her economic 
antagonism to Germany all her other in- 
terests, 


Whereas, Germanys enemies regarded 
it quite in order that they demand ter- 
ritorial aggrandizements at the cost of 
others—like Russia, who wants Constan- 
tinople and Galicia, like France, who 
desires Alsace-Lorraine and the left 
bank of the Rhine and like Italy, who 
seeks Austrian territory—they grudzs 
Germany even that she strive to devel- 
op herself economically in peaceabie 
competition, and they pronounce this 
an unpardonable sin against the world’s 
order of things. 
“They are unwilling that Germany 
should become great and strong be- 
cause the other Powers want to be 
economic masters of the world. Terri- 
torial and economic aggrandizement hag 
united Germany's foes in a war of ie- 
struction against us. 
“Aims in a Clearer Light.” 

“The second year, whose end is now 
approaching, has brought these trus 
aims of our opponents into clearer 
light. In Russia this is openly admit- 
ted, they having an understanding with 
England and want Constantinople os 
their war goal. In France there is a 
war-mad cry for Alsace Lorraine. 
In England, too, the mask has been 
dropped. It is openly admitted that 
Belgium was only a pretext to fustify 
England’s participation in the war 
which was undertaker: only from self- 
interest. Germany must be destroyed. 
Germany shall never more raise. her 
head economically nor militarily. In 
this way is the goal of our enemy more 
clearly enunciated during the second 
year of the war. 
“It is equally clear that the talk of 
a struggle of democracy against mili- 
tarism is only a catchword used by on 
enemies to create sentiment and to 
cloak outwardly their real purpose of 
destruction. Assuredly there can be no 
talk of a struggle for the maintenance 
of democratic principles when one side 
sets out to destroy the enemy complete- 
lv. including the civilian population. 
“And is England really the kind of 
democracy she pretends to be? Has 
not the entire development of England 
during the war shown that England ‘s 
drawing further than ever away from 
democracy? 
“Moreover, if England had really re- 
sorted to war in defense of the rights 
of the smaller nations, as she fondly 
announces to the world, she could 
without damage to her position havo 
answered otherwise than with the 
threat of destroying Germany. 
“Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg’s 
remarks, made in the course of the year, 
outlined German aims with sufficfent 
clearness. England therefore wants a 
war of destruction, a war to the knife, 
which, according to the plans of our 
enemies, shall continue even after the 
cannon is silenced; for their former talk 
about the permanent peace that they 
wished to establish has been drowned 
under the shout that Germany's ene- 
mies are raising over the Paris economic 
conference. 


“Permanent Economic Warfare.” 
“It ig not enough that the world must 
be shaken by à protracted, bloody war. 
The world must not even thereafter en- 
joy a settled peace if the will of the 
entente Powers prevails for the deci- 
sions of the economic conference do not 
signify an economic peace, but a per- 
manent economic warfare which never 
will permit the world to come to rest 
upon the basis of peaceful competition. 
“This shows at the same time that the 
great words of the entente Powers abou 
fighting for the rights of smaller na- 
tions and international order are empty 
sounds, for when Germany’s enemies 
seek to contro] neutral trade, they sim- 
ply ignore the rights of other countries 
and base not on the principle of right, 
but upon pure might, rrecisely what 
they allegedly want to abolish. 

The second year of the war, there- 
fore, shows that our enemies are pre- 
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cisely what they all along wrongly 
| reproached Germany with being, name- 
disturbers of the peace—Russia, 
through her unbridled passion for ex- 
tending her borders, England through 
being uncontrollable for dominating 
alone the economic world, and France 
through her passion for revenge. 
“The second year of the war further 
proved that it is our enemies who fol- 
low the principle of might before right. 


lv 


leading ideas connected with the polit- They show this in the more and more 


relentless violations of the generally 
récognized principles of international 
law by the entente Powers, not only in 
the struggle against the central Pow- 
ers, but still more in their treatment 
of neutrals. 

‘The American citizen knows what 
damage has been inflicted on his trade— 
brought by the illegal blockade through 
violations of the postal convention and 
‘other measures of England like that of 
blacklisting firms. In spite of his own 
power he has borne hitherto many hu- 
miliations with surprising patience and 
perhaps in silent admiration for foreign 
power. 

„Neutral states yielding to might had 
to submit to many illegal measures vf 
the entente Powers contrary to their 
own interests. But it is not enough; 
with the throttling of neutral trade our 
enemies try also to place political fetters 
upon neutral countries. Portugal, as 
England's vassal, even permitted itself 
to be dragged into the war at the be- 
ginning of the year. Other states like 
Holland, on the other hand, by energetic 
precautions against England’s maneu- 
vers, have been wise to preserve their 
neutrality. 

“One observes, therefore, in the second 
war year indiscriminate violations of 
the rights of neutrals in the interests of 
England and her allies. These viola- 
tions will also continue through the 
third year war and even increase, unless 
all signs prove false. 

“Germany’s Ultimate Goal.” 

Whether on the neutral side any fac- 
tors are to be thrown into the scale 
against this, Germany is continuing with 
the tenacity the struggle which will also 
in the long run prove advantageour to 
the neutral as shown by their experi- 
ences with England; for the ultimate 
goal of Germany’s struggle is the free- 
dom of the seas. Germany’s sea power, 
which undoubtedly is quite unpleasant 
to our enemies, is a counter weight to 
England’s arbitrary domination of the 
seas and it will be to the advantage of 
the whole world. 

“Every human power requires a coun- 
ter weight if it is not sooner or later to 
degenerate into arrogance or encroach- 
ments. Probably many persons have 
seen this mcst clearly during the second 
war year. ae 

“Germany proved in the past year, 
contrary to England's example, that in 
attaining her end she seeks so far as 
possible to avoid violating the just 
rights of neutrals. She even went far 
toward meeting the wishes of the Unit- 
ed States in her conduct of submarine 
warfare in spite of the fact that the 
enemy was trying to subdue Germany 
through an illegal war upon her peace- 
able population. 

“Out of regard for the interests of 
neutrals Germany relinquished for the 
present one of her most effective weap- 
ons against the enemy, although she 
was compelled to wage a life and death 
struggle. 

“At the-opening of the third year of 
the war Germany is able to look back 
to her splendid military successes on 
water and on land which are not with- 
out political importance. 

“Central Powers United.” 

Germany and her allies remained 
firmly united during the past year in 
bonds of friendship and common inter- 
ests. Bulgaria, as the fourth member, 
entered the alliance in October, 1915, 
after having successfully arranged mat- 
ters with Turkey. Through the acces- 
sion of Bulgaria, which resulted in the 
subjugation of Servia, the way was 
opened for the Central Powers from Ber- 
lin to Constantinople and to Bagdad, an 
e ent of far reaching importance. 

The alliance of the Central Powers 
rests upon a community of political and 
economic interests It is an intrinsic 
necessity for all four states, and it 
guarantees to them among themselves 
the greatest advantages without in any 
way threatening the interests of the 
others. 

“Building upon what she already has 
achieved, Germany treads the threshold 
of the third year of the war with un- 
shaken confidence. But the goal has 
not yet been reached, for the enemy has 
not yet come to see the impossibility of 
subjugating Germany.“

NOT GERMAN PRIZE, 
U.S. COURT RULES 


Captors Forfeited Legal Claims 
by Bringing Craft Into Neu- 
tral Waters for Indefinite 
Stay. 
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By Associated Press. 

NORFOLK, Va., July 29.—Federal 
Judge Waddell today decided the libel 
proceedings for possession of the cap- 
tured British liner Appam in favor of 
the British owners and against the Ger- 
man prize crew which brought her here. 

The Court held that the German Gov- 
ernment lost all legal claims to the Ap- 
pam and her cargo as prizes of war 
when Lieut. Berg and his prize crew 
on last Feb. 1 brought them into the 
neutral waters of Hampton Roads with 
the intention of “laying up” the vessel 
indefinitely. 

The court held further: 

That the Prussian-American treaty of 
1798, renewed in 1828, does not apply or 
control in the case so as to guar- 
antee the prize crew asylum in the Unit- 
ed States waters. 

That the action of the German prize 
court in declaring the Appam a prize, 
while the case was in litigation in the 
United States, has no effect on the 
jurisdiction of the courts. 

That the jurisdiction of the United 
States courts in the United States is es- 
tablished by a long line of precedenis 
including several by the Supreme Court. 

No Right in American Waters. 

The court's conclusion,” the decision 
reads, “is that the manner of bringing 
the Appam into the waters of the Unit- 
ed States, as well as her presence in 
those waters, constitutes a violation of 
the neutrality of the United States; 
that she came in without bidding or per- 
mission; that she is here in violation of 
the law; that she is unable to leave 
for lack of a crew, which she cannot 
provide or augment without further vio- 
lation of neutrality; that in her present 
condition she is without a lawful right 
to be and remain in the waters; that 
she, as between her captors and owners, 
to all practical interests and purposes, 
must be treated as abandoned and 
stranded upon our shores and that her 
owners are entitled to restitution of 
their property, which this court should 
award, irrespective of the prize court 
proceedings of the court of the Imperial 
Government of the German empire: and 
it will be so ordered.”’ 


Appam Case Expected to Be Taken to 
the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—The Fed- 
eral court’s decision holding for the 
British owners in the Appam case 
confronts the United States Govern- 
ment with deciding what to do with 
Lieut. Berg and his prize crew which 
brought in the ship after one of the 
most thrilling chapters in the sea 
history of the war. 

Generally speaking, Lieut. Berg 
and his men are regarded as part of 
Germany's naval forces, and if that 
view were carried out to its conclu- 
sion they would have to be interned 
for the war with the crew of the two 
other German raiders, Prinz Eitel 
Friedrich and Kron Prinz Wilhelm, 
at the Norfolk navy yard. 

Statee Department officials expect 
the court’s decision will be carried 
through to the Supreme Court on 
appeal and disposition of the German 
crew must be decided while pro- 
ceedings are pending. If appeal is 
taken the ship would remain in cus- 
tody of the Federal court. 

When the Appam came in her 
German captors declared that rather 
than surrender the prize to the Brit- 
ish they would take her outside the 
three-mile limit and sink her. The 
Federal court, however, has posses- 
sion of the ship and any attempt to 
move her undoubtedly would be 
questioned.

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BY EXECUTION OF 
SKIPPER FRYATI 


Officials and Press Declare Ger- 
many Violated Law of Na- 
tions in Case. 


LONDON, July 29.—The morning news, 
papers today comment bitterly and at 
great length on the execution by the 
Germans of Capt. Fryatt of the steam 
ship Brussels. Discussing the legal 
aspects of the case the newspapers al- 
most without exception quote the United 
States naval war code of 1900, Article 
10, Clause 3, which reads: 

“The personnel of a merchant vessel 
who, in self-defense, resists attack are 
entitled, if captured, to the status of 

ri of war.” 

1 the editorials admit that 
the Germans take a different view, and 
the Daily News, endeavoring to eluci- 
date the German viewpoint, says: 

„The Germans have always sought to 
draw a most implacable line between 
combatant and non-combatant, and in 
German eyes the fate of Capt. Fryatt 
may quite honestly be logical.“ 

The Foreign Office has requested 
James W. Gerard, the American Ambas- 
sador at Berlin, to procure com- 
plete details of the execution. Ac- 
cording to information received 
here, Capt. Fryatt was sentenced 
to death because while in command of 
the British steamship Wrexam in 1915 
he was alleged to have attempted to ram 
a German submarine. 

The German Government, according to 
a wireless message received here, 
claims the execution of the British mer- 
chant captain was on ground that he 
had committed a “franc-tireur crime 
against German sea forces.“ 

Viscount Grey, the British Foreign 
Secretary, in a communication to Am- 
bassador Gerard, has claimed that the 
act for which Capt. Fryatt paid with 
his life was essentially defensive.” 

Capt. Fryatt was known as a “pirate 
dodger’ on account of his success in 
in eluding German s.ibmarines in the 
channel and the North Sea. 

Discussing the case with the Asso- 
ciated Press, Baron Newton, Under Sec- 
retary for Foreign Affairs, said: 

“On the face of the report received by 
us, the execution of Capt. Fryatt seems 
to be worse than the Cavell case. It 18 
an extremely grave incident, the import- 
ance of which it would be difficult to 
exaggerate. It must be borne in mind 
that when the alleged ramming took 
place German submarines were attack- 
ing merchant ships without any warn- 
ing whatsoever.” 


Germans Cite Prize Regulations to 
Justify Shooting. 

BERLIN, via London, July 29.—The ex- 
ecution at Bruges, on July 27, of Capt. 
Charles Fryatt of the British steamship 
Brussels, after trial by courtmartial, for 
attempting to ram a German submarine, 
denotes a new phase in the controversy 
over the sea rights of merchantmen. 

The German Government prize regula- 
tions issued before the beginning of the 
war adopted the principle that merchant- 
men were not entitled to commit acts of 
war and it threatens to treat as pirates 
those attempting to do 80. 

The execution of Capt. Fryatt, German 
officials contend, is in accord with that 
principle, which, according to the Ger- 
man view, merely extends to sea war- 
fare the principles already controlling 
franc tireur activity on land. 

It is hoped in official circles here that 
this case will lead to a definite clearing 
up of the question of the merchantmen 
acting at intermittent times as war ves- 
sels.

peace. : 

Administration officials let it be 
known that the plan to send the pro- 
posed commission abroad was being 
seriously considered in making publica

M. Hastings of Chicago, president of 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ Association, 
in a reply to a telegram of the associa- 
tion suggesting that a special commis- 
sion be appointed to visit all foreign 
nations to investigate economic condi- 
tions and trade opportunities. 

The President said whether the mo- 
ment to act upon the suggestion was 
opportune was open to serious question, 
but that when circumstances justified it 
he intended to take advantage of the 
revenue bill’s provision for investigation 
by the tariff commission.

American Note, Accepting Plan 
for Commission, Suggests 
Extension of Powers. 


MEETINGS TO BE IN U. 8. 


Officials Hope Conferences Will 
Bring Ideas for Reconstruc- 
tion of Mexico. 


By Associated Presa. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Washington 
officials today look for ar early agree- 
ment by Gen. Carranza to suggestions 
as to the extension of the powers of an 


international joint commission to settle 
the border difficulties which complicate 
the acceptance of Mexico’s proposal for 
that form of settlement. The State De- 
partment notified Carranza’s Ambassa- 
dor here last night that the commission 
plan was satisfactory. 

American officials do not want to stop 
at discussion of probleme dealing solely 
with bandit raids and the presence in 
Mexico of United States troops. They 
want to take up the whole Mexican tan- 
gie, hoping the conference may bring 
guggestions for the reconstruction of 
Mexico on a firm economical and finan- 
cial basis. This they consider a matter 
ef first importance. 

It will be two weeks at least, officials 
believe, before the commission can meet. 
The State Department will insist that 
the conferences be held within the Unit- 
od States. Appointment of American 
commissioners will await Carranza’s re- 
ply. President Wilson is understood to 
have under consideration already a score 
eof men as commissioners. These include 
Chief Justice White, Major-General 
Goethals, Frederick Lehmann of St. 
Louls and Justice Brandeis. Luis Ca- 
brera, Mexican Minister of Finance, it 
fs understood, will head the Mexican 
pommissioners. 

Text of American Note. 

Following is the text of Acting Secre- 
teary Polk's note as delivered to Eliseo 
Arredondo, Mexican Ambassador-desig-

Government. 
Would Enlarge Powers. 

In reply I have the honor to state 
that I have laid’ your excellency’s 
note before the President, and have 
received his instructions to inform 
your excellency that the Government 
of the United States is disposed to 
accept the proposal of the Mexican 
Government in the same spirit of 
frank cordiality in which it ig made. 
This Government believes, and sug- 
gests, however, that the powers of 
the proposed commission should be 
enlarged so that, if happily a solu- 
tion satisfactory to both Govern- 
ments of the question set forth in 
your excellency’s communication may 
be reached, the commission may also 
consider such other matters, the 
friendly arrangement of which would 
tend to improve the relations of the 
two countries; it being understood 
that such recommendations as the 
commission may make shall not be 
binding upon the respective Govern- 
ments until formally accepted by 
them. 


“Should this proposal be accept- 
ed by your excellency’s Government, 
I have the honor to state that this 
Government will proceed immedi- 
ately to appoint its commissioners 
and fix, after consultation with your 
excellency’s Government, the time 
and place and other details of the 
proposed conferences. 

“Accept, Mr. Secretary, the as- 
surances of my highest considera- 
tion. FRANK L. POLK, 

“Acting Secretary of State.“ 

Gen. Carranza’s reply is not expected 
for several days, and officials here do 
not believe the commission can begin 
sessions for two weeks at least. 

Arredondo has issued a summary of 
his advices from Mexico City, saying 
that 10,000 Carranza troops are closing 
in on Villa and his followers in South- 
ern Chihuahua, and that destruction of 
the bandit command is certain. It is 
the first official Mexican admission that 
Villa still is alive. The State and War 
Departments have no positive informa- 
tion on this point and officials differ in 
their opinions.

MATTERS BABY 13 
GIVEN NEW NAME 
AND NEW MOTHER 


Judge Landis Rules Working Girl 
Is Parent of Child Long 
in Litigation. 


| CHICAGO, July 29.—Margaret Ryan, 
a Canadian working girl, yesterday was 
declared by Judge Landis of the United 


States District Court, to be the mother 
of a year-old child claimed also by Mrs. 
Anna Dollie Ledgerwood Matters, wid- 
ow of a banker. 

Today Baby Irene” had not only a 
new mother, but a new name as well. 
She is now Kathleen Nita Ryan. Miss 
Ryan said she would take Kathleen to 
visit the baby’s aunt in Kankakee, III., 
and from there would go back to her 
home in Ottawa. 

The Court’s decision came at the close 
of a day of dramatic incidents, which 
included the hurried rounding up of 
material witnesses in automobiles and

AND BECKER 100 


Alliance Acts After Former, a 
Candidate for Appeals Court, 
Had Been Omitted. 


The indorsement of both Lambert E. 
Walther and William Dee Becker, as 
Republican candidates for nomination 
for Judge of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals was ordered by the Executive 
Committee of the German-American Al- 
liance at its meeting at 1508 Chouteau 
avenue last night. 

There was a verbal tilt between Paul 
O. Sommer, a member of the city and 
State Executive Committee, and Dr. 
Charles H. Weinsberg, State president 
of the alliance, at the conclusion of 
which Sommer resigned from both com- 
mittees and from the local Legislative 
Committee. 

Hecker Present When Indorsed. 

Sommer made a report in which ne 
said the decision to withdraw the in- 
dorsement of Walther and to substitute 
Becker’s name was reached in Sommer's 
office last Monday, after Dr. Weinsberg 
had gone there, accompanied by Becker. 

Weinsberg denied that in attempting to 
have Becker indorsed he meant to have 
Walther’s name withdrawn. Sommer 
took direct issue with Weinsberg on this 
point. He said he understood powerful 
brewery interests had insisted on the 
indorsement of Becker. Sommer said 
that while in his office Becker asked 
Dr. Weinsberg if he would be the only 
Court of Appeals candidate indorsed by 
the alliance and Dr. Weinsberg said he 
would. 

In concluding his statement Sommer 
said: I have been the goat all the 
way through.” In withdrawing Wal- 
ther’s name, he said, he supposed he was 
acting on orders from Dr. Weinsberg. 

Dr. Weinsberg said Hans Wulff, can- 
didate for Judge of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, and Henry A. Kersting, 
candidate for Congress in the Eleventh 
District, favored Becker’s indorsement. 


Criticises Post-Dispatch. 


The Rev. Herman Walz, pastor of the 
Salem German Evangelical Church, 
made a speech in which he said he be- 
lieved the Post-Dispatch was trying to 
break up the German-American Alliance.

Mrs. Emily Hutchings Declares 
She Has 50,000-Word Mes- 
sage From Mark Twain. 


Mrs. Emily Hutchings of %67 Shen- 
andoah avenue, wife of C. Edwin 
Hutchings, secretary of the Tower 
Grove Park Board, is preparing to pubd- 
lish a 60,000-word novel which, she says, 
was transmitted to her over the ouija 
board in the last few months by Mark 
Twain, who died April 22, 1910. 

The manuscript is in the hands of 
Mitchell Kennerley, a New York pub- 
isher. Mrs. Hutchings yesterday said 
she had been informed the book was on 
the press and proofs would be sent to 
her in a short time for reviaion. She 
thinks it will be on the market early in 
September. In addition to the 60,000 
words of the story, there is a 2,000- 
word introduction in which Mrs. Hutch- 
ings explains “how the message was 
received from Mark Twain.” 

In receiving the transmission, Mrs. 
Tiutchings says, she was assisted at the 
oulja board by Mrs. Lola Hay of 2262A 
Missour! avenue. It was Mrs. Hays’ 
hand which moved the pointer from let- 
ter to letter on the board. Mrs. Hutch- 
ings read the message to her husband, 
who took it in shorthand. Some of the 
“transmission” was received at the 
Hutchings home and some at the home 
of William Marion Reedy, editor of the 
Mirror. 


Title Is “Jap Herron.” 
The title of the novel is “Jap Her- 


ron.“ Mrs. Hutchings says this title 
was selected by Mark Twain himself 
and that he explained over the ouitja 
board that the hero’s name was Jasper 
Herron, but he had a little sister who 
couldn't say “Jasper.” So she called 
her brother Jap.“ 

Mrs. Hutchings told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that when he started to “‘trans- 
mit“ his novel, Mark Twain was greatly 
worried because there were no punctua- 
tien marks on the board. 

Sentence like this would come, she 
said: ‘Jap Herron awoke (Where's that 
comma”) early the next morning.’ This 
puzled us greatly, and then we decided 
that Mark wanted punctuation marks on 
the board. My husband painted them or. 
and then it was easier. At first we put 
the apostrophe mark over at the left- 
hand side of the board, near the edge. 
One night we were startled when the 
rcinter went over to the apostrophe and 
tren spelled out: ‘I'm afraid of slipping 
cff and going overboard every time I go 
after that thing’ We erased the apos- 
trophe and put another in the middle of 
the board. The next time Mark had 


That's better.’ 

The identity and placing of a character 
whose mame seemed to be Nosy Nopsis 
also was one of the early puzzles, Mrs. 
Hutchings said, but her husband solved 
it when he transcribed his notes. By a 
different arrangement of the letters it 
vas found that what Mark iwain was 
Trying to say was that he would furnish 
no synopsis with the story. In explana- 
tion of this the pointer spelled out “I 
wae always lazy, you know.” 


Someone “Butted In” 

Mrs. Hutchings said confusion was 
caused at frequent intervals by some 
cher influence which “butted in” while 
Mark Twain was dictating his novel. A 
chapter would be going along nicely 
when there would de an interruption liks 
this: “Let somebody talk that can tell 
a story.“ 

This became so annoying that Mrs. 
Hutchings and Mrs. Hays questioned 
the Ouija board intruder as to his iden- 
tity. She says he told them he was 
Bertrand Bouillet, a French soldier who 
fought under Napoleon at the battle of 
Waterloo. He wanted to tell all about it. 
He was finally induced to desist on a 
promise that he would be permitted to 
tell his story after ark Twain had 
finished “Jap Herron.” 

After the manuscript was in the pub- 
lisher’s hands Mitchell Kennerley nim- 
self read it and sent on a suggestion 
that certain passages be changed. One 
of his objections was to a passage in 
which an egg was described as “hen 
kruit.“ 

Mrs. Hutchings sought advice from 
Reedy, who had read the manuscript. 

“Why don’t you ask Mark about it?” 
suggested Reedy. That night Mrs. 
Hutchings and Mrs. Hays put it up to 
Mark. He wouidn't hear of a change 
being made,“ said Mrs. Hutchings. He 
dictated a message of about 400 words 
to Mr. Kennerley in which he defended 
the homely language of interior Missouri 
and suggested that Kenneriey get out of 
the atmosphere of the “effete Kast“! and 
come out here to Missouri and “breathe 
through his lungs, instead of his nose.“ 


Fell Out With Mrs. Curran. 
Mrs. Hutchings was born and reared in 


Hannibal, Mark Twain's home town. 
For several years she and her husband 
lave been feature story writers for the 
Globe-Democrat, the newspaper which 
exploited Patience Worth,” alleged tu 
have sent Ouija board messages to Mrs.

Conservation of Paper and Rags. 
To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch. 

Recently the Post-Dispatch printed an account 
of the effort of big firms to conserve paper, in 
which it was mentioned that old paper was sell- 
ing for 750 cents per hundred. Also, incidentally, 
it was mentioned that the Federal Department of 
Commerce was urging the conservation of rags 
and paper. All well and good. 

Here is the ether side. The city licenses cer- 
tain men as buyers of rags, paper and old iron. 
These men offer the collectors only a part of 
thelr value and the collector, usually a boy, is 
helpless. On the day the above article was print- 
ed, my bay, after many efforts to make a fair 
vale, sold a considerable quantity for 20 cents per 


hundred and guess weights. Rags brought him $1 
per hundred and rubber 68.50. He interviewed 
four rag men before he found one who would 
epproximately weigh the stuff and he had a pair 
of scales that can be duplicated for 10 cents in 
stores. He looked through the Post-Dispatch sev- 
eral times for information as to selling his stuff. 
I would suggest that your paper print a market 
price for junk occasionally, including a fair price 
for wagon men to pay, with allowance for their 
hauling. Also that in licensing these men, the 
city require them to carry approved scales and 
to weigh all junk offered. Under present condi- 
tions it will be impossible to work up an effec- 
ive conservation which, as I understand it, would 
in the end ald newspapers in their paper difficul- 
ties by making more plentiful a supply of paper 
that would to some extent relieve the demands 
made upon wood pulp print paper.

NOT THE FOURTH CITY—THE FIRST. 
By Charlotte Rumbold. 
St. Louis has had this year, so far, only one 


case Of infantile paralysis. The epidemic is a 
health scandal in other large cities. 

St. Louis had, in 1915, the lowest infantile mor- 
tality rate of any city of over 500,000 in the United 
States. 

St. Louis has, by and large, the best milk situ- 
ation—regulatory law, certification, free distribu- 
tion of modified milk to the families of the poor, 
infant feeding clinics—of any of the large cities. 

The first two fortunate facts cannot be regard- 
ed as wholly the result of the third, but neither 
are they merely coincident. 

A baby under 1 year does not, like the grown- 
ups, catch a cold or cholera because of its own 
folly or ignorance. It is someone else who has 
done something or not done something who is to 
blame, The thing that is done or not done that 
can do most good or harm is the feeding of the 
baby. The food is mostly milk. 

The St. Louis Pure Milk Commission has been 
in existence 12 years. The last 10 years have 
seen the baby death rate per thousand drop, in 
St. Louis, from 134.5 to 82.1. 

St. Louis, in 1915, gained on itself in 1906 by an 
excess of births, one year against the other, by 
more than 1200. That, of course, is a by-result of 
the 10-year increase in population. But it also 
gained this in spite of the larger number of chil- 
dren, by an actual decrease of deaths of children 
under one year, by more than 600. 

The Million Population Club would do well to 
study the Milk Commission. 

It didn’t just happen. The Milk Commission 
and all the forces that protect baby life have car- 
ried on a slow, tedious campaign of education. 
It is effective in the long run—witness those 600 
alive babies—but there are no flags about it, and 
no one has yet written a poem about the man who 
always goes to his committee meeting. 

The doctors, highly trained specialists, who, in 
the first years, themselves caught the 4:30 in the 
morning trains out to the dairy farms to watch 
the early milking, inspect the stables, the cows, 
the farmhands, tactfully supplanting the pictur. 
esque old oaken bucket—kittens-in-the straw type 
by the scientific. 

The nurses, spinsters, who persuaded the moth- 
er who had had 11 and burted eight, that beer, ba- 
nanas and bologna, though also beginning with b 
are not for babies. 

The lawyers and business men who backed the 
Health Commissioner in his fight before the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly for a better milk law—a fight 
that somehow involved makers of milk wagons, 
breweries that sold mash to the city dairies, rail- 
roads, refrigerating companies, all of which would 
be bankrupt if the reqnired butter fat in milk was 
raised 1-4 of 1 per cent.

The directors of the Milk Commission 
were always going to a last meeting they expected 
to be its funeral and finding the treasury was like 
the widow’s cause, there was always just enough 
for one more mouth. 

The Post-Dispatch discovered that the forces— 
healthy children—it organized to collect money for 
the free ice fund which supplied the ice to keep 
the pure milk cold and sweet, collected enough to 
pay most of the bills of the Milk Commission— 
enough to save the 600 babies.

Electrocuting Rats. 

UMEROUS have been the methods 
employed by the soldiers in the 
French trenches to kill the rats which 
constitute a veritable plague in the 
western war zone; but perhaps none has 
‘een so interesting—and so effective— 
as the electric method. A trough is ex- 
cavated along a rat run adjoining the 
trenches, and over this are placed three 
wires running parallel to each other, A 
constant supply of current is maintained 
in the wires, which are spaced only a 
few inches apart. The rats, in crossing 
the trough, come in contact with the 
wires, resulting in immediate death. It 
is reported that hundreds of rats are 

killed each week by this method.

HEREDITY AND ENVIRONMENT. 
There is a great deal of loose talk 
among all classes about heredity, eu- 
genics and kindred subjects. Yet very 
few, even intelligent, persons 
very much about the subjects they dis- 
cuss so glibly. A book like “Heredity 
ard Environment,” by Dr. Edwin Grant 
Conklin, professor of biology in Princeton 
University, must therefore be welcomed. 

The book consists of a series of lec- 
tures delivered at the Northwestern Uni- 
versity. While it deals with problems 
which sound rather technical, the au- 
thor manages to write simply, so that 
his work may easily be followed by per- 
sons who have not had technical train- 
ing along the lines of biology. 

The author lays his scientific founda- 
tions in the first chapters. The copious 
illustrations help the reader understand 
the subject. It is fascinating to follow 
the story of the experiments made by 
scientists along the lines of heredity. 
These begin with some fairly primitive 
forms of life and go up to higher ani-

may help and heal. So Robert Maxwell 
Harbin calls this Paradoxical Pain and 
has written a book about it. Differen- 
tiation of the two kinds of pain is at- 
tempted. With paradoxical pain is 
grouped everything that is uncomfort- 
able but which, after all, serves a bene- 
ficent purpose. 

He shows that progress costs effort 
and that effort is more or less uncem- 
fortable and even painful. Pain, he 
argues, is not merely an incident In the 
beneficent order of things, but a pro- 
found biessing from which great bies- 
sings flow. 

Physicajly, pain te the red light in the 
railroad yard of our nerves, according 
to the author, and signals for relief 
from some obstruction or disorder in 
the vital processes, Without it, he 
points out, irreparable harm would often 
be inflicted before the discovery of dam- 
age could be made, 

In mental and spiritual realms para- 
doxical pain is asserted to also play its 
beneficent part. ‘Intellectual superior- 
ity,”’ he says, “has been gained by pain- 
ful and laborious effort through educa- 
tional methods, and moral excellence is 
a crowning trait won not by idle senti- 
ment but by painstaking denials. In 
the spiritual realm it is made plain 
that the fundamental doctrines of all 
religions, and especially the Christian 
religion, are based principally on the 
so-called painful experiences of unsel- 
fishness, self-sacrifice, tribulation, temp- 
tation, remorse and 80 on, from which 
the joys of religious experience proceed 
according to certain basic laws of the 
spiritual lite.“ 

The paradox of pain is traced by the 
author through all the physical func- 
ticns and many mental and moral phases 
ja a convincing manner. (Sherman, 
French & Co.)
